by the coldest weather in three 
years today as the temperature fell 
to five below gero in St. Louis 


county and to one above in the 
city, Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren reported. 

The low readings were recorded 
between 5 and 7 o’clock and com- 
pare with the zero reached on the 
downtown station of the Weather 
Bureau on Jan. 9, 1945. Today’s 
reading was one degree lower than 
the minimum recorded here last 
Friday. Today's temperature was 
reached after a steady descent of 
the mercury from a high of 14 at 
3:30 p.m, yesterday. 

Wahlgren expects the cold to 
moderate tonight when a low of 
about 10 above will be reached 
early in the evening. Morning 
temperatures, he predicted, would 
be between 10 and 20 with the high 
tomorrow afternoon about 35. 

The cold was accompanied today 
by the second moderate smoke 
pall of the year and the tenth of 
the ‘season, with visibility down- 
town reduced to three-eights of a 
mile at 9 o’clock, and from one 
to five miles by 3 p.m., he said. 

A spokesman for the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. which supplies 


dustrial customers here suffered 
an additionkl cut last night to 
bring the curtailment now in ef- 
fect to between 35 and 40 per 
cent, He said some effect on pro- 
duction was felt today. Hitherto, 
plants have been able to continue 
most operations on a standby sup- 
ply of other fuels, 

The coldest spot reported in the 
nation today was Alamosa, Colo., | 
where the mercury stood at 50 be- 
low zero. The warmest place was 
Miami, Fla., with a minimum of 
70. The temperature range in this 
state was from three above at Ad- 
vance in the south to 18 below at 
Tarkio in the northwest. 

Wahlgren's hopes for warmer 
weather were pinned on the pres- 
ence of a low pressure area in the 
Northwest which gave Calgary, 
Canada, a minimum reading this 
morning of 36 above. Southerly 
winds, he thought, would bring 
higher temperatures to the St. 
Louis area for the next few days. 

A  seven-degree temperature 
jump between 1 and 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, from 11 degreees 
to 18, seemed to justify such hopes 
but the mercury declined two de- 
grees in the next hour.

Extensive Data Requested. 

The Government's request for 
books, records and accounts of the 
dairies is extensive, It asks for 
all price lists, bulletins, schedules 
and announcements relating to 
prices, and for data showing the 
methods by which the dairies ar- 
rived at, and computed, prices of 
milk and cream since Jan. 1, 1946. 

Also requested are names of all 
officers, directors and sharehold- 
ers of each corporation, including 
subsidiaries, and the amount of 
shares held by each individual; 
records relating to membership of 
the dairies in the St. Louis Milk 
Distributors’ Association, the 
Fresh Milk Institute, Milk Pack- 
age Exchange, St. Louis Dairy 
Council, and other trade associa- 
tions. 

The dairies were ordered to 
bring in all contracts and agree- 
ments—and those proposed—that 
relate to the processing, sale, ex- 
change or distribution of milk and 
cream as made by one dairy with 
another. 

In regard to prices, the Govern- 
ment has asked for details of “all 
conferences, agroements, meetings 
or discussions” along that line. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed last 
November that the anti-trust divi- 
nion of the Department of Justice 
was considering the possibility of 
secking indictments against some 
dairy officers in St. Louis on the 
basis of alleged price-fixing prac- 
tices prior to 1942, unless evidence 
is uncovered that will show more 
recent violations. 

It was learned that the anti-trust 
division, in an investigation in 
1941, uncovered evidence of price- 
fixing and obtained admissions of 
‘some dairy officers that retail

The United States District 
Court grand jury today returned 
an indictment against five Negro 
Republican ward workers from 
Poplar Bluff in Butler county, 
charging them with vote frauds 
in the Nov. 5, 1946, election for 
Senate and House of Representa- 
tive offices. 

The indictment, in seven counts, 
charged the defendants induced 
various other Negroes to vote in 
the Fifth Ward and. paid. them, 
sums of $1 to $2 for doing 80. The 
total was said to be about $350. 

The polling place was located in 
the Williamson-Kennedy* Public 
School while the home of one of 
the defendants, Jannie Barnes, 
was the “count station” where the 
voters were brought after voting 
and were paid off, the indictment 
alleged. 

More than 14 persons were 
named in the list of overt acts 
charged to the defendants but 
none of these was indicted. Pay- 
ments as high as $5 were made 
to some automobile drivers for 
their services in transporting 
workers to the polling places and 
the “count station,” the indictment 
said. 

Those indicted, besides Mrs. 
Barnes, were ‘Lewis W. Fairchild, 
described as Republican commit- 
teeman for the Fifth Ward; S. 8. 
(Si) Smith, Virgie Fairchild and 
John Allen. 

Each count of the indictment, 
which was returned in the form of 
a partial report to United States 
District Judge George H. Moore, 
is punishable by a $10,000 fine or 
two years in prison or both. 

Today’s indictments followed 
similar action taken by the grand 
jury last week against three prom- 
inent Democratic politicians of 
Scott county in the same section 
of the state. Charles L. Blanton 
Jr., editor of the Sikeston Stand- 
ard; Grover C. Baker, Scott coun- 
ty revenue collector, and N. E. 
Fuchs, a Sikeston automobile 
dealer, were charged with vote 
frauds in the same election. 

The grand jury investigation 
was touched off by Republican 
charges that Southeastern Mis- 
sourl Democrats had conducted 
lotteries designed to bring out the 
Democratic vote in three “hoot- 
heel” counties in 1946, with prizes 
ranging from nylon hose and canis 
of shortening to an automobile. 

The charges were brought by 
Grover W. Dalton of Poplar Bluff, 
chairman of the Missouri State 
Republican Committee. 

The indictments against Blan- 
ton, Baker and Fuchs, however, 
went beyond the lottery charges, 
the men being accused of con- 
spiring to violate the national 
election laws by inducing voters 
through money payments to cast 
their votes,

M’ ARTHUR’S RETURN 
RUMORED AGAIN — 
FOR ‘JOINT SESSION’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Another rumor about the return 
of Gen. MacArthur from Tokyo 
was circulating today. Repre- 
sentative A. L. Miller (Rep.), 
Nebraska, told a reporter he ex- 
pects the General back about 
April 15. He would not say why 
he thinks so, but hinted that a 
congressional committee may in- 
vite MacArthur to report on the 
situation in Japan. 

“He undoubtedly will address a 
joint session of 8 Miller 
said. MacArthur, he added, “is 
my choice for President.” 

Speaker Martin (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, told reporters that he 
had heard nothing of any plan 
for a joint session. 
Correépondence between Miller 
and the General made headlines 
shortly before the 1944 national 
political conventions, The Repre- 
sentative interpreted a letter from 
MacArthur as indicating willing- 
ness to accept a Republican pres- 
idential nomination, In a later 
statement, however, MacArthur 
pointed out that the war was still 
on and said his duty lay in the 
Pacific. 

MacArthur said Monday he 
would stay in Japan until his task 
is completed, unless called away 
by some “extraordinary occur- 
rence,”

ST. HELENS, Ore., Jan. 28 (AP) 
The meat price war here was in 
its fourth week today, and de- 
velopments were the zaniest yet. 

Now one butcher is paying cus- 
tomers to carry ham away. 

This development came from 
Jack Sappington, whose new shop 
started the price battle. He gave 
each customer three slices of ham 
and provided a dime to have it 
taken away. 

Some called to have their three 
slices delivered, Sappington, ap- 
pearing happy about it, sent the 
ham on its way, although he ex- 
plained there would not be a dime 
inside, for “I just pay to have it 
carried away. If you want it de- 
livered, you will have to take it 
for nothing.” Sappington used up 
25 to 30 hams this way—meat 
which formerly sold at $1 a pound. 

Last weck free hamburger was 
delivered to customers, and some 
hamburger was air expressed as 
far as Los Angeles. 

There were still some meats for 
which the customer had to pay 
although at drastically cut prices. 
Other shops were meeting Sap- 
pington’s prices—except on ham.

NEW CHEMICAL 
TRAPS BACTERIA 
FLOATING IN AIR 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28 (AP)—A 
bacterial “flypaper” is a new aid 
toward keeping rooms freer of 
disease germs. 


It’s a chemical that can be put 
on floors, blankets or curtains to 
catch and hold tiny organisms, 
including those that cause colds, 
when they settle out of the air. 

Unlike flypaper, it doesn’t kill. 
It does prevent the organisms 
from escaping and circulating up 
to human noses again when 
treated surfaces are disturbed by 
walking or other movements. 
Ultraviolet light and some vapors 
can be used to kill any organisms 
floating in the air. 

The chemical is an oil and a 
detergent, added to make the oil 
mix in water, that looks and 
feels like cold cream. It has no 
odor and can be applied as an 
invisible coating that won't change 
the feel of fabrics or flooring, 
says L. S. Green, whose firm pro- 
duces the material. 

Wartime tests at Camp Carson, 
Colo., showed that during periods 
of activity in wards the number 
of streptoccocij in the air was re- 


duced 86 per cent when fabrics 
and floors had been treated, 
Green said. An article in the 
American Journal of Medical 
Science reported a 50 per cent 
reduction in acute respiratory in-

SHARP DECLINE IN OUTPUT 
OF MEAT REPORTED FOR WEEK 


Production in Federally-Inspected 
Plants 11 Pet. Below Same 
Period Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (UP)— 
Meat production dropped sharply 
last week, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment reported yesterday, as some 
officials privately expressed fear 
that the gap between rp ye and 
demand this year would be worse 
than predicted. 

The output of federally-inspected 
meat was down 17 per cent from 
the preceding week, marking the 
beginning of the regular seasonal 
decline. It was 11 per cent below 
the corresponding week of last 
year. ' 

Officials said a continued grad- 
ual decline in hog. slaughtering 
could be expected from now on 
through spring and summer. Cat- 
tle slaughter is expected to remain 
at about current levels until

Prosecutor Says Judge’s

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 28— 
James G. Kimbrell, prosecuting at- 
torney of Jackson County, an- 
nounced today he would dismiss 
vote fraud indictments against 62 
persons because successful prose- 
cutién would necessitate testimony 
of grand jurors who counted bal- 
lots cast in the 1946 primary here. 
The ballots, impounded by the 
grand jury as vital evidence, were 
subsequently stolen in the un- 
solved blowing of the courthouse 
safe the night of May 27-28. 
Decision to drop the prosecu- 
tions was based on the ruling of 
Circuit Judge James W. Broaddus 
late yesterday that testimony of 
grand jurors was not legally ad- 
missable under Missouri statutes. 
He then directed a verdict of 
acquittal in the case of Nathan 
Price, a Democratic’ election 
judge, charged with knowingly 
falsifying the prima returns 
from a downtown precinct. 
Judge Broaddus, who took cog- 


nizance of a plea by Kimbrell that 


the rule of secrecy in the grand} 


jury room should be relaxed when 
justice required, said that as a 
trial judge he was bound by the 
state’s Constitution. The judge 
recalled that Kimbrell had vainly 
urged the Legislature to enact a 
measure which would permit 
jurors to testify. 

„It is up to the Legislature to 
pass such laws,” Judge Broaddus 
said a 


Kimbrell, who conferred with 
Jeaders of the Legislature last 
June, stating that “a bill contain- 
ing about one sentence would be 
enough,” said today he realized 
that under existing law the judge 
could have come to no other con- 
clusion. He said that he also was 
considering dropping relatively 
minor election fraud cases against 
a few other defendants, although 
testimony concerning the ballot 
count would not be necessary in 
their cases. 

Dismissal of the major state 
vote fraud cases virtually brings 
to an end the state inquiry into 
gross frauds at the 1946 primary 
which witnessed the defeat of 
Congressman Roger C. Slaughter, 
who was seeking renomination, by 
Enos A. Axtell, the personal 
,choice of President Truman, who 
„ran with the backing of the rem- 
‘nants of the Pendergast machine. 
‘Axtell was defeated in the general 
election by Albert L. Reeves Jr. 

Although 20 persons remain to 
‘be tried on federal vote fraud 
charges growing out of the same 
primary, the investigation into 
‘corruption at the polls has been 
closed. Richard K. Phelps, special 
assistant Attorney General, who 
was belatedly appointed by At- 
torney General Tom C. Clark, 
to conduct the investigation, has 
said that it might be reopened if 
any evidence was obtained which 
might lead to the solution of the 
mysterious blasting of the court- 
house safe.

“The State Board of Training 
Schools has been in complete 
charge of the school at Boonville 
since July 1, 1946,” Donnelly said. 
„It has been my earnest hope that, 
acting upon the constitutional and 
statutory authority, conditions at 
Boonville would continue to im- 
prove. 

“Instead conditions have been, 
growing worse. There have been 
two murders committed within 
the walls of that institution with- 
in the past six months; approxi- 
mately 300 escapes during the past 
12 months. 

“The life and property of the 

citizens of Roonville and surround- 
ing territory are now in immedi- 
ate and constant danger by reason 
of the conduct of inmates of that 
institution and the escapes there- 
from. 
“The board should be fully cog- 
nizant of these matters, yet the 
fact that you have requested an 
outside agency to make an inves- 
tigation of the conduct of the in- 
stitution when it is your clear 
duty to do this yourselves is a 
confession on your part that you 
and the director you have ap- 
pointed do not appreciate your 
own responsibilities for the con- 
ditions that actually exist at this 
institution and are unable to cope 
with the situation.”

Mr. Sharp is 
also quoted as stating that “he 
had wired the chairman of the 
special] Senate Training School 
Committee to ‘conduct or arrange 
through another public or private 
agency for a complete investiga- 
tion of the administration’” of 
the school.

I am amazed at this procedure 
and call your attention to the fol- 
lowing facts with which your 
board should be entirely familiar: 

The 1945 Constitution of Mis- 
souri in Section 38, Article IV, 
places all state training schools 
and industrial homes for boys 
girls in the State of Missouri un- 
der the charge of a board of six 
trustees. Under this constitution- 
al mandate and the statutes that

Ib HOLD JOB PAST 
NEW DEADLINE 


Army Officials Say He 
Hasn’t Finished His 
Work, They Don’t 
Know When He Will.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—Edwin 
W. Pauley, who from time to time 
has set new deadlines for his res- 
ignation as special assistant to 
Army Secretary Kenneth C. Roy- 
all, has now found it necessary to 
remain in his post past the latest 
deadline of next Saturday, Army 
spokesmen indicated to the Post- 
Dispatch today. 

On taking over the job last 
Sept. 3, Pauley gave no hint of 
the duration of the position, which 
deals with procurement and in- 
dustrial mobilization, In Decem- 
ber, after the disclosures that he 
had been a heavy speculator in 
commodities, he said in an inter- 
view it had always been his in- 
tention to resign within “three or 
four” months from the date of his 
appointment. This set Jan. 3 as 
the latest day. 

When that deadline had passed 
with no sign of resignation, Pauley 
declared he would quit “sometime 
this month” if his job was fin- 
ished, which he expected it to be. 
Since Saturday is the last day of 
the month, the Post-Dispatch 
asked Army officials today wheth- 
er the California oil man and poli- 
ticlan would get out on schedule. 

They replied that they doubted 
it. “He has said nothing about it 
lately,” one declared. “He spent 
so much time before the Senate 
appropriations subcommittee on 
commodity speculation that he fell 
behind in his Army work. If you 
read his last statement about re- 
signing, you'd see that he condi- 
tioned it on having finished his 
work, Well, he isn’t finished, and 
we don’t know when he will be.” 

Senator Elmer Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, who was named with 
his wife, Mrs. Edith Thomas, and 
a secretary, Miss Beth Gage, in a 
commodity speculation list pub- 
lished yesterday, said today he and 
his wife have “closed out” all their 
trading accounts as a result of the 
Senate investigation. 

He said that since the furore 
over speculation, “I got to think- 
ing about the stocks I own.” He 
said he always held shares in 
every type of American business. 

Thomas said that he then real- 
ized that the thought “never oc- 
curred to me while we were acting 
on railroad legislation, for: in- 
stance, that what I did might af. 
fect the yield on the stocks 1 
owned, So last week I went down 
and sold every security I owned.”

FRENCH SOCIALISTS RELAX 
FIGHT AGAINST GOLD BILL 


Party Decides to Abstain Instead of Voting 
Against Measure After Premier Stakes 
Life of Government on It. 


PARIS, Jan. 28 (AP)—Premier 
Robert Schuman’s, gold program 


edged today toward possible vic- 
tory by a slim margin. 

Socialists in the French Nation- 
al Assembly decided to abstain 
from voting on the Premier’s mon- 
etary program, a party spokesman 
said. 

This might give Schuman the 
slight margin he needs in the As- 
sembly for his gold proposal, upon 
which he has staked the life of 
his coalition government. How- 
ever, it left doubt whether the 
Socialists, now in the cabinet, 
could continue to function with 
the coalition, 

The bill to permit free gold 
trade in France is an integral 
part of the Government’s mon- 
etary program devaluating the 
franc and setting up a free cur- 
rency market. The Socialists in 
caucus yesterday decided unani- 
mously to oppose the gold meas- 
ure, the only phase of the program 
subject to parliamentary approval. 

Schuman’s gold program, be- 
sides permitting free trade in gold, 
would allow Frenchmen to bying 
back gold hoarded abroad with 
only a 25 per cent penalty. The 
Socialists declared such a penalty 
was not enough punishment for 
the hoarders, but Schuman had 
replied he would accept no change. 

The Socialist decision to abstain 
meant that the opposition now 
centered in the Communist bloc. 

Followers of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle in the Assembly have 
agreed on freedom of choice on 
the vote. 


Secretary of State Pierre Abelin 
told newspaper men after a Cabi- 
net meeting—the second in 12 
hours—the Government could not 
continue if the gold clause met 
defeat. 


Schuman, Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault and Finance Min- 
ister Rene Mayer went before a 
meeting of Socialist deputies after 
the Cabinet session in an attempt 
to swing the Socialists behind the 
proposal. 

Put First on Agenda. 

The Assembly voted last night, 
373 to 184, to place the gold pro- 
posal on its agenda. While the 
vote in this respect supported 


Schuman, it had little political sig- 
nificance, 

Only the Communist bloc opposed 
the request. There is no other 
important legislation pending. 

Parliamentary approval is nec- 
e-"ery only for the free gold 


trade phase of the program. The 
devaluation and free money mar- 
ket measures already have been 
put into effect by cabinet decree, 

The Socialist ministers’ in 
Schuman’s cabinet approved the 
gold measure before it was sent 
to the Assembly. 

The Assembly's Finance Com- 
mission disapproved the gold bill 
yesterday, 17 to 15. 

The Socialist newspaper Le 
Populaire indicated the party’s 
opposition went farther than the 
gold clause. Deputy Henri Nogues 
wrote in the newspaper that “it 
is really and truly the Govern- 
ment’s entire economic policy 
which is in question.” He added, 
however, that the Socialists have 
no desire to overthrow the Schu- 
man government. 

One political observer declared 
the Socialists could not overthrow 
the Government because “there’s 
nobody left but De Gaulle after 
Schuman.” 

A commission spokesman said 
last night the Government had 
not given the commission suffi- 
cient information on how it plans 
to keep devaluation from result- 
ing in higher prices in France. 

When he introduced the gold 
bill, Schuman told the deputies 
they could express their views on 
the entire three-point program. 

Socialist deputies opposing the 
bill said they did not think the 
provision for a 25 per cent tax on 
hoarders was high enough. 

They also contended France 
should reopen negotiations with 
Britain and the International 
Monetary Fund in Washington for 
agreement on devaluation of the 
franc and creation of a free mon- 
ey market. Both disapproved the 
French program. 

Would Bring Out Gold. 

Some left-wing Socialists com- 
plained that the free money mar- 
ket was a move away from their 
theories of controlled economy. 
They said the whole project should 
be abandoned in favor of simple 
devaluation without frill. 

The gold measure was relied on 
by the Government to bring out 
of hiding quantities of gold which 
France needs in its foreign trade 
and economy. By law, the French- 
man with gold, foreign currency 
and foreign stocks was required 
to turn these in long ago. 

Thousands of Frenchmen re- 
fused to do so, however, because 
they were worth more than the 
Government was offering in 
francs.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Republican members of the House 
ways and means committee said 
today taxes can be cut 36,300,000, 
000 and the Government atill can 
pay 11 billion dollars on the na- 
tional debt in the next two fiscal 
years. 

The 15 Republican members 
made that declaration when for- 
mally reporting to the House that 
the committee has approved Rep- 
resentative Knutson's (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, tax-slashing bill. They said 
their calculation is based on a 
planned $3,000,000,000 cut in Presi- 
dent Truman's $39,700,000,000 
budget. 

The 10 committee Democrats 
filed a statement saying the Re- 
publican-backed bill presents a 
“threat of deficit spending for fis- 
cal year 1949, and a substantial 
risk to our fiscal solvency, national 
security and fulfillment of our in- 
ternational résponsibilities.” 

House debate on the election 
year tax battle will begin tomor- 
row. A vote is set for Monday. 

The House rules committee or- 
dered the tax bill brought to the 
floor under procedures barring 
amendements but letting the 
Democrats offer one substitute 
proposal. 

Appearing before the rules 
group, Representative Doughton 
of North Carolina, senior ways 
and means Democrat, said he is 
for tax reduction in the neighbor- 
hood of four billions, but is against 
both the Republican bill and 
President Truman's proposed $40 
cut for each taxpayer and each of 
his dependents. 

Knutson’s proposal was ap- 
proved by his committee yester- 
day on a straight party-line vote 
of 15 Republicans for and nine 
Democrats against. It calls for a 
$100 increase in the present $500 
personal exemption, extension of 
the community property “split in- 
come” principle to all states, and a 
cut in taxes ranging from 10 per 
cent in the upper income brackets 
to 30 per cent in the lower. 

The committee voted an extra 
tax cut for blind persons 65 years 
of age or older. The Knutson bill 
originally provided $1200 personal 
exemption for blind persons and 
for persons over 65, The commit- 
tee added a clause saying that if 
you are both blind and over 65 
the exemption shall be $1800.

for &new corporation to be known 
as Federal Barge Line Inc., which 
Would take title to the properties. 
A Umit of $2,000,000 was placed 
on the operating rights, routes 
and rates of the Mississippi unit 
ef the Government corporation 
plus six towboats, one harbor tug 
and 99 barges. An integrated tow, 
now under construction, would be 
bought at actual cost, estimated at 
$1,400,000, while additional equip- 
ment to be constructed by Inland 
Waterways Corp. in 1948 to mod- 
ernize merchandise service and 
consisting of one towboat and 
81,000 tons of additional barge ca- 
pacity would be bought at $3,000,- 
000, it was announced, 

Brent said the new corporation 
would enter into agreement July 
1 with the Inland Waterways 

for the purchase of the lines 
on or before Dec. 81. The balance 
of the equipment now held by the 
Government corporation would be 
leagéd at nominal rates when re- 
quired to maintain service. 


Terms of Purchase. 

The terms proposed call for pay- 
ment of 10 per cent of the pur- 
chase price on the Closing date, 
the balance to be payable in an- 
nual installments over a period of 
20 years at interest of 3% per 
cent, subject to the following con- 
ditions: 

That Congress prior to July 1 
enact enabling legislation author- 
izing the sale and appropriate the 
$8,000,000 of authorized capital of 
Inland Waterways Corp. for con- 
atruction of the modern equip- 
ment by Dec. 1; 

That for a period of five years 
the Missouri river division be 
operated under a separate book- 
keeping system, with net income 
going to the Government and any 
deficits being deducted from the 
installments payable during the 


year; 

That Inland Waterways Corp. 
continue to maintain all terminal 
facilities now owned or leased by 
it until they can be disposed of in 
an orderly manner.

U.S, STEEL OFFICIAL TELLS 
t OF FIGHT ON “GRAY MARKET’ 


Although the actual amount of 
steel moving in the “gray market“ 
is relatively small in comparison 
with total steel production, the 
problem of diversion of steel to 
“price-gouging”’ dealers cannot be 
ignored, David F. Austin, sales 
vice president of the United States 
Steel Corp., said last night in a 
apeech read by B. S. Chapple Jr., 


assistant sales vice president. The 


address was read at a meeting of 
the Purchasing Agents“ Associa- 
tion of St. Louis at Hotel Sheraton. 

He said the United States Steel 
Corp. removes from its customer 
list any firm or individual] that 
diverts steel purchased for legiti- 
mate projects into the gray mar- 
ket from its customer list. The 
current shortage of steel is the 
result of great consumer demand 
for commodities made of steel and 
the shortage of scrap iron, he 
said. Steel production may be in- 
creased by the importation of 
acrap from Europe, use of surplus 
property, improvements in mill 
technology, and progress in use of 
coal. 

The United States Steel Corp. 
is spending more than $500,000,000 
to expand plant facilities and in- 
crease production, Austin asserted. 
However, the work is progressing 
- slowly because of labor and mate- 
rial shortages and will require sev- 
eral years for completion, he said.

6400 OF $80,000 VETERANS

There are but 6400 of the 180,- 
000 veterans of World War II in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county

McCabe is to measure up to Mr. 
Eccles, he must be a man of long 
experience, penetrating intelligence 
and great courage.” 

McCabe is a Republican indus- 
trialist who has been chairman of 
the Philadelphia Federal Reserve 
Bank since 1939. 

Actually, the Senate will vote 
merely to confirm him as a mem- 
ber of the Reserve System's board 
of governors, The choice of chair- 
man is up to the President. No 
House action is required. 

Senator Taft (Ohio), chairman 
of the Senate Republican policy 
committee, told a reporter it was 
“an extraordinary thing” for Tru- 
man to demote Eccles, but he 
added the President “certainly has 
every right to do so.” 

Taft commented that Eccles’s 
“great merit is that he always 
presented his case clearly; frankly 
and independently.” There was 
much speculation as to what ex- 
tent this independence figured in 
Truman’s decision to make a 
change. 

McCabe, president of the Scott 
Paper Co., is the son of a small- 
town banker. 

McCabe refused today to com- 
ment on policies he will follow as 
Federal Reserve chairman but 
related that he “grew up” in the 
Selbyville (Del.) National Bank, 
founded by his father, William R. 
McCabe. 

“My father was a Democrat and 
was elected as Banking Commis- 
sioner of Delaware later on,” Mc- 
Cabe said. “He served four years.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 


The Government’s power to limit 


use of grain in whisky will end 
‘Saturday. The House Banking 
Committee killed by a 12-to-9 vote 
yesterday a bill to continue the 
curbs through February.

Are Recovered. 


TOKYO, Jan. 28 (AP)—Military 
Government officials reported 306 
Japanese perished today in the 
winking of the 400-ton ‘freighter 
Joo Maru, which struck a float- 
ing miine in the Inland Sea and 
went down in 20 minufes with 
its whistles blowing. 

Kyodo News Agency earlier 
placed the death toll at 250, with 
50 bodies recovered. 

Okayama Military Government 
officials reported the freighter 
was bound fram Kobe to Tadotsu, 
with 426 passengers. It struck 
the mine near the island of Kuro- 
shima. They said 120 passengers 
were rescued, including three 
British soldiers. 

It was not know whether any 
Americans or other Britons were 
aboard the vessel, which was 
making a routine early morning 
run. It sank at 2 a.m,

Southwestern Bell Re- 
ports New High Levels 
in 1947 for Revenues, 
Operating Expenses. 


Earnings of Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. for 1947 were just 
half as much per share as they 
were in 1946, the company as- 
serted in a summarized report is- 
sued yesterday. 

The 1947 earnings were given as 
$5.44 per share, compared with 
$10.90 in 1946. Earnings are fig- 
ured on the basis of average num- 
ber of shares outstanding during 
the year. On this basis, the divi- 
dends last year were uivalent 
of $5.40 per share. All 
of Southwestern Bell, which is 
seeking large telephone rate in- 
creases, is owned by American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. In 
1936-46 the dividend rate on South- 
western Bell stock was $9 a share, 
except in two years when it was 
25 cents lower, 

Both operating revenues and 
operating expenses last year were 
at new high levels. The result was 
that net income, available for divi- 
dents after payment of interest on 
fixed debt and all other expenses, 
was at the lowest level since the 
depression year of 1933, The 1947 
net income was $12,789,654, com- 
pared with $19,944,896 the year be- 
fore. ‘ 

While operating revenues rose 
4.3 per cent from 1946 to 1947, 
operating expenses were reported 
as rising 13.3 per cent, The rev- 
enues increased from $180,890,639 
to $188,765,897. The expenses went 
up from $134,809,689 to $152,748,049, 
Interest on the company's $75,000,- 
000 in debentures and on its vary- 
ing advances from A.T.&T. 
amounted to $2,989,882 last year, 
compared with $2,628,533 the year 
before, The debentures bear in- 
terest at 2.75 per cent, 

Dividends paid to A. T. KT. for 
1947 aggregated $12,700,000, or only 
$89,654 less than the net income. 
In the previous years dividends 
were $16,470,000. The number of 
shares, at $100 par value each, 
was increased from 2,100,000 to 
2,600,000 last July 1. The quar- 
terly dividends were $2.25 each for 
the first two quarters and $1.25 
for the third quarter. The direc- 
tors passed the dividend for the 
final quarter.

ST. MORITZ, Switzerland, Jan. 
28 (AP)—The Swiss Olympic Or- 
ganizing Committee tonight re- 
jected the International Olympic 
Committee's decision to ban both 
rival United States ice hockey 
teams from the winter games and 
reiterated its earlier stand that 
the team representing the Ama- 
teur Hockey Association should 


participate. 

An emergency meeting of the 
International Ice Hockey Federa- 
tion was called immediately to 
consider the crisis which had 
arisen. 

The Swiss committee, contend- 
ing the International committee 
was without authority to ban both 
American teams, said in part: 

“Being solely responsible for the 
organization and the management 
of the games, and solely compe- 
tent for any failure of promised 
faith, the Swiss Olympic Commit- 
tee maintains its former decision, 
that is, that A.H.A. remains quali- 
fied to participate in the ice hock- 
ey championship in the fifth Win- 
ter Olympics.” 

The Swiss committee's decision 
brought to a crisis the long-stand- 


ing feud over which team should | 


represent America.

The dispute is the result of a 
double-barrelled Olympic ‘require- 
ment that a team in any sport 
must be sponsored by the national 


organization that is a member of 


the international federation in 
that sport. The teams also must 
have the sanction of the nation’s 
Olympic committee. 

The United States Amateur 
Hockey Association is a member 
of the International Ice Hockey 
Federation. But it.does not have 
the backing of the American 
Olympic Committee. The reverse 
is true for the American Olympic 
Committee's team.

Olympic swimming champion who 
has been acclaimed the world’s 
greatest backstroke artist, will 
demonstrate his aquatic skill in 
the sixth annual St. Louis Sports, 
Travel and Boat Show in Kiel 
Auditorium, Feb. 7 through 15, of- 
ficials announced yesterday.

It seems to me that the combination 
ef low income families, industries and 
business establishments being forced to 
carry the tax burden of this city will 
rapidly change it into one big park sur- 
rounded by rapidly shrinking residential 
areas. For the good of St. Louis, I 
wish that the World's Fair boys would 
expend their energy on some program 
similar to the following and really get 
the world to sit up and take notice: 

1. Strict enforcement of good zoning 
erdinances. 

2. Strict enforcement of building san- 
ftation and safety laws. 

3. Since it seems impossible to get 
Greater St. Louis organized as a single 
municipality, strive to standardize such 
things as building codes, public utility 
rates, etc, 

4. Tax rates on homes and apartments 
no greater than on comparable resi- 

dences in the county. Reasonable tax 
rates on good residential areas will 
bring in a greater tax total than is now 
received from rn blighted and slum 
areas. 

5. High tax 8 on vacant property. 
This will tend to lower real estate 
values to a reasonable, true value. 

6. Rent controls based on fair proper- 
ty evaluations, These property eval- 
uations taking in account building de- 
preciation. Rent controls will either 
force landowners to rebuild or remodel, 
or at least will take the financial hard- 
ship out of segregation. 

7. Publicize the advantages of living 
in a clean, modern, centrally-located 
neighborhood, 

& Continue efforts to have a fair 
share of state taxes revert to the city. 
Publicize the fact that the prosperity of 
the metropolitan area is dependent upon 
the healthy financial condition of St.

Why Advertise Scarce Foods? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

When there is a shortage of any kind 
of goods, there are two elementary 
‘methods of relieving the shortage, in a 
free economy. One is to increase pro- 
duction and the other is to curtail con- 
sumption. Increased production may re- 
quire large capital expenditure and a 
considerable period of time, but reducé 
tion of demand may be more readily 
achieved. 

In the current fuel oll shortage, some 
of the oil companies are running adver- 
tisements designed to cut down demand 
for oil. This policy is in sharp contrast 
to the policy of the food industry which, 
according to a recent newspaper an- 
nouncement, spent record amounts for 
advertising lagt year. Little if any of 
this publicity was toward re- 
ducing consumption, 

The cost of this advertising was a 
part of the consumer’s food bill and con- 
tributed directly to the increased prices 
at a time when lower prices were de- 
sired by the government, The food ad- 
vertising program stimulated demand, 
which was already too great ahd so en- 
couraged price mark-ups. 

Broad-scale food advertising contri- 
butes directly to inflation and food 
ecarcity and indirectly to political wran- 
Kling at home and suffering in Europe. 
Would it not be better if food adver- 
tising were conducted along the lines 
of the example set by the oll industry? 
What do you think?

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Behind the Milk Fight 
St. Louls’ model milk ordinance, for which 

many forces in the community, including this 
néwspaper, battled long and hard, is in grave 
danger. The threat is not that it will be repealed 
by the Board of Aldermen. It is that the .ordi- 
nance will be discredited by the strife stirred 
up by the manner of its enforcement. 

The trouble has now reached such a pitch 
that St. Louis is today midway in a three-day 
milk buyers’ strike, proposed by the St. Louis 
Consumer Federation. That is drastic action and 
it cannot be passed off, as so much of the pro- 
test has been dismissed in the past. 

Neither can we pass off what Roland W. 
Bartlett, professor of agricultural economics at 
the University of Illinois, said at the public 
hearing of the Citizens’ Milk Investigating Com- 
mittee. Warning that unless steps were taken 
to correct the situation, “there may be physical 
violence and bloodshed,” he said that 

there is more hate, animosity, hard feeling 

and antipathy between milk producers and 

the Health Division in St. Louis than in 

40 other milkshed areas. 

This would be a wild statement from many 
persons. Made by Prof. Bartlett, it is the con- 
sidered opinion of a student of milk problems, 
based on information concerning milksheds gath- 
ered for his book, “The Milk Industry.” 

Prof. Bartlett is not the only student of the 
milk industry who has found things out of joint 
in the St. Louis area. Dr. Haven Emerson of 
New York, who has noted that milk consump- 
tion in St. Louis is less than half the nutri- 
tionally adequate level, puts it in similar words. 
He says that it should be possible “to make the 
system of enforcement less a cause of farmer re- 
sentment and resistance.” 

How far this resistance has risen can be 
judged from the facts presented by another dis- 
interested student, Warren C. Waite of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. In his hushed-up report 
for the St. Louis Dairy Council, Mr. Waite 
pointed out that within 150 miles of St. Louis 
about three times as much milk is produced as 
finds its way to St. Louis. 

Why all the resentment and resistance? Let 
the producers present their own case. Disclaim- 
ing any opposition to the model ordinance, they 
say that it just is not possible to satisfy the in- 
spectors of the St. Louis Health Department. 

Raymond D. Pennewell, president of the San- 
itary Milk Producers, who keeps a herd of 50 
cows near Palmyra, says the trouble is that the 
Milk Division cannot make up its mind what it 
wants. He says that dairymen have tried 
earnestly to comply with regulations,. but that 
these are changed so often producers have 
grown disgusted. He cited these examples: 

Milk house was located away from the 
barn and then required to be at the barn. 

Straining rooms have been required and 
have since been abolished. 

Distance from the gutter of the milking 
room to the closest object has been length- 
ened repeatedly. 

Width of the manger in the milking parlor 
or barn has been changed. 

When requirements involving substantial 
capital outlay are imposed, seemingly without 
relation to bacteria count, the producer regards 
them as arbitrary and unreasonable. Inevitably, 
he comes to resent them and the inspectors who 
order them. If they are costly and the farmer 
is a tenant, there is the problem of persuading 
the owner to make the changes. 

Mr. Pennewell says his organization asked 
Dr. Bredeck to undertake an educational cam- 
paign which would create good will, but that 
nothing remotely effective has been under - 
taken. The public can only wonder if this is 
true and if it is true, why Dr. Bredeck did 
not make the most of the invitation. 

Mr. Pennewell says that his organization sug- 
gested the printing and widespread distribution 
of pamphlets telling the milk producers just 
what is required of them, but that he has yet 
to see such a pamphlet. The public can only 
wonder if this is so and if it is, why Dr. 
Bredeck and those under him in the Milk Di- 
vision have not done something which they 
should have done without suggestion. 

In any case, there are the letters which hun- 
dreds of milk producers have sent to their head- 
quarters at 1439 Chouteau avenue, now repro- 
duced in a book of representative experienees 
and complaints: “We built a new barn with the 


help of one of the inspectors to pass all re- 


quirements; now it is sub-standard.” “At the 
present time we are building the third milk 
house on this farm.” “It is very discouraging to 
know that we must tear down and build again 
every few years.” “I do not feel that I could go 
to the expense of meeting the requirements and 
then have to change them in a short while.” 
And so on and on for 80 pages. 

If half what the producers say is 
true, it e to give the administration of our 
milk nce a thorough going over. This 
will no. lessen the prestige of the ordinance. 
On the contrary, this will increase its prestige. 

What is needed now is for Mayor Kaufmann 
to call in Dr. Bredeck and tell him that if he 
cannot bring about better relations between the 
producers and the St. Louis City Hall, it will 
be necessary to get someone who can.

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Time for a UN Army 


The date for British withdrawal from Palestine 
—not later than May 18—and for the assump- 
tion by the United Nations of physical as well as 
legal control is approaching rapidly. Yet the 
current fighting between Jews and Arabs makes 
it painfully clear that the UN ig in no position 
to enforce its partition decree and to maintain 
peace. With bombs bursting and bullets spatter- 
ing, that is an assignment hardly to be carried 
out by a five-man commission of diplomats. 

So inside information about the report which 
this commission is to make to the Security Coun- 
cil on Feb. 1 hardly is necessary to the knowl- 
edge that it will request the aid of an interna- 
tional army. Such a world police force, of course, 
should have been recruited under the UN Char- 
ter long ago. But as usual, there was the Russian 
delegate voting no.“ 

The UN is committed to Palestinian partition. 
Will Palestine, then, be partitioned or not? If 
not, the UN will have suffered a loss of prestige 
which may be well nigh irrecoverable. All of 
which means that an international army, large 
enough at least for the Palestine job, must be 
recruited in the next few months. Each UN 
member will have to assume his share of the 
burden, This need not necessarily be the con- 
tribution of a levy of troops. For instance, it 
might be just as well to keep out soldiers of the 
major powers, lest Palestine be divided not be- 
tween Jews and Arabs, but, like Germany, be- 


tween Soviet Russia and the Western nations. 
But an adequate force there will have to be— 
and soon. 


Gov. Donnelly’s s 8 Act, 
It will take more than Gov. Donnelly’s letter 
to justify his summary action calling for imme- 
diate resignation of all six members of the State 


Board of Training Schools. 


This board, which manages the schools to 
which Missouri’s juvenile offenders are sent, can 
only administer to the best of its ability the laws 
provided by the State Legislature and the Gov- 
ernor. It cannot appropriate funds for decent 


buildings, school programs and vocational and . 


recreational equipment. It cannot pass an in- 
determinate sentence law under which punish- 
ments could be equalized, It cannot transfer 
older boys with bad records to penal institutions. 
It cannot pay more than the starvation wages 
which are now in force. 

Gov. Donnelly knows this and so do the legis- 
lators. They know that this board has recom- 
mended these basic changes without which the 
training school at Boonville can never be much 
more than it is. Indeed, in the last session the 
Governor himself vetoed a bill designed to im- 
prove conditions. As drafted, it may have been 
“unworkable,” as Mr. Donnelly said. The fact 
remains that this demonstrates the obligation of 
Legislature and Governor to do their part. 

The Governor’s point that the Training School 
Board should have conducted its own investiga- 
tion is not too impressive. Certainly it could 
have done so. But undoubtedly it hoped that in- 

tion by the State Senate would recruit 
more interest and sympathy in the Legislature 
thap the training schools have had up to now. 

It would have heen wholly understandable if 
this board had resigned in protest as a means 
of calling public attention to the needs which 
have not been met by the Legislature and the 
Governor. Some of the members have devoted 
a great deal of time to their public service; last 
year members visited training schools in other 
states at their own expense to inform themselves 
on improved practices elsewhere. 

For such a board to be fired by Gov. Donnelly 
can only make matters worse. This service is 
thankless and citizens take it only when drafted. 

The Governor’s act suggests temper and im- 
patience much more than executive leadership 
and an understanding of what Boonville needs. 
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Demotion of Mr. Eccles 


President Truman has given progressive Dem- 
ocrats reason for uneasiness in demoting Marri- 
ner Eccles to the vice-chairmanship of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. As chairman of the board 
Mr. Eccles had been part of the little that is left 
in Washington of the New Deal. He had stood 
for strict measures to control inflation, such as 
high margins on stocks and increased bank re- 
serves, ‘Consequently he had earned the enmity 
of many in the banking fraternity. 

The victory for the bankers is still more com- 
plete because Mr. Eccles’ demotion is a triumph 
for Treasury Secretary Snyder, himself a banker, 
who opposed increased reserves and had been 
out to get the Federal Reserve Board chairman's 
scalp. It 16a greater victory also because the 
new chairman, Thomas B. McCabe, is acceptable 
to Mr. Eccles’ foes in the banking business. 

It would be instructive to know how much Mr. 
Truman was moved by the principles involved 
and how much he was moved by the fact that 
John Snyder is his personal friend. Whatever 
his moving purposes, he has deprived the Ad- 
ministration of a capable administrator who has 
been. willing to fight for the things it and its 
predecessor stood for—and he has often com- 
plained of the difficulty of getting good men to 
serve in Washington. 

The President has also, whether he wishes it 
so or not, discouraged other good administrators 
at Washington from taking a firm stand on in- 
flation control against powerful interests that 
might do to them what the bankers have done to 
Mr. Eccles. It is difficult to see how the maneuver 
is anything but a loss to his own policies and to 
the country. —

; The Blunderbund . 


On Capitol Hill, a blind blunderbund is being 
rallied against the Marshall plan. There is a bi- 
partisan banding together of willful men who, if 
the battle goes their way, will endanger the 
United States as well as Western Europe. 

Under the leadership of Ohio’s Senator Taft, 
these men are determined to cut as much as 
two billion dollars from the already sharply re- 
duced sum of $6,800,000,000 asked by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of State for the financing 
of the first 15 months of the aid program. 

It was disappointing to see Senator Vanden- 
berg join these saboteurs to the extent of advo- 
cating removal of the program from the control 
of Secretary Marshall. Now come reports that 
the United States Ambassador to London, Lewis 
Douglas, has joined in this move. But then, he 
is mentioned as the probable administrator of 
the fund.should it be taken out of the hands of 
his present superior. More discouraging is Mr. 
Taft's boast that from 12 to 18 Democrats will 
vote for a stiff slice off the requested sum. 

If anything, the Administration’s figure is low. 
Originally, the 16 nations assembléd in Paris 
asked for considerably more. They were told, 


however, that. Congress would have to be ap- 


peased. So, out came the extra-fine-toothed 
combs. Everything was slashed to what the 
State Department believed to be the minimum. 
Other experts, however, feared that the estimates 
had been cut to the verge of self-defeat. And 
now the senatorial cabal would do more hacking. 

So long as inflation here-and abroad goes un- 
checked, the cost of the Marshall plan is more 
likely to rise above the estimates than to fall 
below them. And to appropriate less than is 


necessary for the success of the program would 


be folly, indeed. That really would be pouring 
money down a rat-hole because it would mean 
relief without recovery. No wonder Mr. Marshall 
told Congress it would be better to make no ap- 


propriation at all. 


Bellowers like Senator Bridges, chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee, had better realize 
that in this case they are not playing with a 
pork-barrel rivers and harbors bill. Europe 


and especially continental Europe—simply does 


not have 3 the means to rehabilitate itself eco- 
momically. If, unaided, it succumbs to its para- 


‘lyzing disease, the. United States cannot hope to 


escape the general contagion, nor can Latin 
America. Without European markets and Euro- 
pean production, the Western Hemisphere can- 
not continue as a blissful island of capitalisra.

The Army and the Navy fought the war 
together,

fought well together, and they reached a 
level of co-operation and mutual trust un- 
known in earlier 
But the fact 
remained that they 
were two separate 
services, 


“Their leaders were 
not only separate but 
filled ever since their 
cadet service at 
West Point and An- 
napolis, with a spirit 
of rivalry which 
reached into many 
phases of their lives. 
Not only had there 
been allowed between 
the two forces active 
competition, for new 
personnel and equipment, but even in sport

academies had during the war reached a 
peak of rivalry where it became a national 
problem where and how the game should 
be located and managed.”

Differences between the Army and the 
Navy were frequent. Many of them were 
simply the inevitable clashes between two 
agencies of strong will; there were similar 
disagreements between the ground force 
and the Air Force, and between smaller 
subdivisions of the War Department. But 
some of the Army-Navy troubles, in Stim- 
son’s view, grew mainly from the peculiar 
psychology of the Navy, which frequently 
seemed to retire into a dim religious world 
in which Neptune was God, Mahan his pro- 
phet, and the Navy the only true church. 


Priests of Neptune's Cult 


The high priests of this church were a 
group of men to whom Stimson always re- 
ferred as “the Admirals.” These gentlemen 
in Stimson’s mind were both anonymous 
and continuous; he had met them in 1930 
while working for naval limitation; in 1940 
and afterwards he found them still around, 
still active, and still uncontrolled by either 
their Secretary or the President. This was 
not Knox's fault, or the President's, as 
Stimson saw it. It was simply that the 
Navy Department had never had an Elihu 


Root. “The Admirals” had never been given 


their comeuppance, 

A striking illustration of this general sit-. 
uation was the Navy’s refusal to share the’ 
Pentagon Building. Since the suggestion 
was made at a time (October, 1942) when 
it would have provided a badly needed pub- 
lic demonstration of genuine Army-Navy 
solidarity, this naval obstinacy seemed to 
Stimson particularly irresponsible. 


Anti-Submarine War 


The Navy wholly differed from the Army 
in its view of the command and control of 
aircraft. Instead of permitting the con- 
centration of Army aircraft under the di- 
rection of a single air officer, it insisted 
on assigning aircraft to the command of 
individual Sea Frontier commanders, thus 


effectively preventing the concentrated use 


of airpower against the points dik: camels 
ly threatened by U-boats. 


Throughout 1942 Stimson continued to 
urge upon the Navy the advantage of both 
a truly co-ordinated anti-submarine com- 
mand and an aggressive attitude toward 
the submarine. 


In March, 1943, the whole problem was 
reopened in a big way. During the first 
three weeks of that month U-boats, operat- 
ing mainly in the North Atlantic south- 
east of Greenland, in an area only partly 
covered by air search, sank over three 
quarters of a million tons of shipping. The 
President sent a sharp note of inquiry to 
Marshall and King as to the air dispositions 
planned to meet this threat. The War De- 
partment began a final effort to win for 


After Pearl Harbor, they fought , 


Army aircraft the autonomy and full naval 
co-operation needed for offensive operation. 


It became apparent that the difference 
between the Navy and the Air Force on the 
meaning of “operational” control” was ire 
reconcilable, The Air Force, strongly sup- 
ported by Stimson and Marshall, believed 
that anti-submarine air operations must be 
co-ordinated and directed by an aggres- 
sive air commander like Air Marshall Sles- 
sor, of the British Coastal Command, sub- 
ject only to the most general guidance of 
his naval superior. Adm. King believed 
this concept to be Wholly mistaken and in- 
sisted that air operations must be directly 


. controlled in each area by the local naval 


commander. The impasse was complete. 
In June, Gen. Marshall turned over to the 
Navy, with Stimson’s approval, the entire 
— for anti-submarine air activ- 
ty. ° 


Power and Weakness 


In assessing the questions involved in 
this mutually unsatisfactory conflict, 
Stimson found himself convinced that on 
the tactical issues the Army was proved 
right, and the Navy wrong. The early Navy 
notion that convoy escort was the only way 
of fighting the submarine was in Stimson's 
view completely exploded by the brilliant 


operations of the Navy's own hunter-killer . 


groups in 1943 and afterward, not to men- 
tion the shore-based campaigns of England’s 
Coastal Command. , 


But the issue of tactics was not the most 
important matter to be reviewed. Far more 
important lessons were apparent to Stim- 
son in the contest over anti-submarine war- 
fare, The first was the importance of lis- 
tening closely to the scientists. 


The second lesson of the anti-submarine 
campaign was the critical importance of 
the doctrine of command responsibility. 
Much of the continuing failure of both the 
Army and the Navy in anti-submarine mat- 
ters rose out of the absence of any cen- 
tral and clear-cut command. 


A third important lesson was that the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff was an imperfect in- 
strument of top-level decision, Certainly it 
represented a vast improvement over any- 
thing that had existed before, and on the 
whole it was astonishingly successful, but 
it remained incapable of enforcing a deci- 
sion against any one of its members. 


Ending Interservice Rivalry 
Only the President was in a position to 


settle finally any disagreement, and Mr. 
Roosevelt’s general position Was that dis- 


agreements should be adjusted without fore- 


ing him to act as judge. This seemed to 
Stimson a sensible attitude, since the Presi- 
dent could hardly be expected to take time 
for a thorough study of dozens of differ- 
ences, large and small. The President re- 
mained as a court of last appeal, and fear 
of his displeasure frequently forced compro- 
mise agreements in the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, 


The fourth—and most important—feature 
of the anti-submarine affair was that it pro- 
vided an eo: perfect example of the de- 
structive ect of the traditional mutual 
mistrust of the two services, Though the 
focus of the discussion was a question of 
tactics, it was surrounded by all sorts of 
interservice recriminations. 


His wartime experience with the difficul- 
ties of APmy-Navy relations made Stimson 
an early and ardent advocate of the unifi- 
cation of the services, which was finally 
achieved in 1947, He hoped that unifica- 
tion would reduce waste and conflict to a 
minimum; he hoped gtill more that it might 
lead to an end of the interservice rivalry. 
The Army, Navy and Air Force, he believed, 
must, now learn to live together in friend- 
ship.

Between Book Ends 


Spotlight on Mexico 


THESE ARE THE MEXICANS, by Herbert Cerwin, 

(Reynal & Hitchcock, New York ) 

For an interesting, accurate picture of 
Mexico today and its people, government, 
institutions and customs, this book surely 
must be without a peer. The author, truly 
a sympathetic friend of Mexico, is most ob- 
jective throughout the book and it may 
be that some of his Mexican friends will 
find his frank criticism a little too much 
for them. If so, it is too Wad, for he has 
done no more than 
strike a balance be- 
tween the evils that 
plague Mexico, and 
the arrogance and 
feeling of contempt in 
the United States for 
things Mexican, 

Personal con tact 
between the two peo- 
ples, he feels, will do 
more and more to 
eliminate the sense 
of distrust and sus- 
picion that predomi- 
nates. He points out 
that “the grafting 
politician, in order to 
cover his own operations, has often blamed 
the ills of his country on the U. 8.” 

Along this line he gives the State De- 
partment some well deserved thwacks for 
its carelessness in picking proper personnel 
for duty and for a weak and poverty 
stricken information office in Mexico, With 
such neglect, what is the use of knowing 
who the paid Russian agents are and 
what they do to foment trouble between 
two neighbors? 


Elsewhere, along a different tack, he 
lambasts his Mexican friends with: “Amer- 
ican investors have learned the lesson that 
almost every Mexican has his price, even 
if he is a top-ranking Cabinet member.” 
Mexican officialdom gets another swat in 
his discussion of Mexican elections. Presi- 
dent Miguel Aleman, he says, got in be- 
cause he had “the nod.” Briefly, it seems 
the old Pendergast gang would have been 
a bunch of angels in Mexico, To the curse 
of corrupt government he traces the dysen- 
tery spreading sewers, asserting that the 
Aztecs had better sewage conditions cen- 
turies ago. 


But Cerwin is constructive and hopeful. 
He believes a “government for the people 
and by the people” could and should: Bring 
potable water to every town and village; 
subsidize young doctors who are willing to 
work in rural areas; insist on pasteurized 
milk and sanitary dairies; inspect hotels 
and condemn where necessary. As he em- 
phasizes, the City of Chihuahua, near the 
American border, has accomplished these 
things in contrast to Mexico City, 

In addition, he urges that Mexico swallow 
its nationalistic pride and look across the 
border to the United States for aid and ad- 
vice, and abolish nationalistic laws that 
keep foreign professional men from practic- 
ing in Mexico. 


He also thinks that the Roman Catholic 
Church plays too big a hand in Mexico, 
and holds it responsible for the backward- 
ness of the poorer classes. As he sum- 
marizes: There is no doubt that the 
Mexican people feel very close to God. One 
does not question the goodness of this feel- 
ing, but it need not prevent a people from 
assuming some of the responsibility of what 
happens to them, instead of giving all the 
responsibility to God and then waiting for 
miracles. Mexico needs more than miracles; 
it needs to help itself.”

Flanders has introduced a Dill 
providing that all the machinery 
for meat rationing be set up 
ready to go into operation if it 
should prove necessary in the 
spring. Senators Ives and Baldwin 
have put in a rent-control bill 
that would extend controls until 
June 30, 1949. It would give both 
tenants and landlords the right 
of appeal locally and nationally 
where hardship is claimed. 

These Republicans have been 
Increasingly aware of the way in- 
fiation is pinching the average 
American. They know how the 
cost of food in the average family 
budget has climbed and climbed 
until it absorbs nearly half of 
the income of the low-wage 
groups. The fact that prices of 
luxuries may be levelling off, 
which is doubtful in any event, 
while prices for necessities con- 
tinue to rise sounds like very bad 
news, since it could be the herald 
of depression. 


Constructive Approach.

Prices Still Soar. 


Naturally it is not just politics 
and the chances for 48 that con- 
cern these conscientious Senators. 
They are fearful of what a bad 
deflationary bust could do to the 
country and the world. 

The cost of living is still moving 
sharply upward. In a preliminary 
report on the change from Novem- 
ber to December of last year, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics showed 
that the cost of living index had 
moved up more than 1 per cent 
in a month—which is a drastic 
change. The experts who compile 
the index see nothing to alter the 
upward trend. They talk of ex- 
plosive possibilities in certain 
foods, particularly meat, with the 
explosion related to crop condi- 
tions here and in Europe. 

Constructive action by Congress 
might put a period to the spiral. 
It is such constructive action that 
the Flanders-Baldwin-Ives wing is 
urging.

This 
would be true even if Russia dis- 
appeared, even if Mr, Molotov be-

That was the original and funda- 
mental conclusion on which the 
Marshall offer of last June was 
based, and all the elaborate and 
searching studies made since then 
have proved it. More particularly 
they have shown that neither the 
United Kingdom nor western Ger- 
many has any reasonable, even 
plausible, prospect of becoming 
solvent except as they become in- 
tegrated within a very much larg- 
er economic and financial and 
monetary—and therefore a much 
larger political—union. 

That, we may suppose, is what

man Government, we have to par- 


— 1 ticipate with Britain and France 
in determining how the Germans 


can and should be federated with 


the rest of Europe, 


Rule or Ruin. 


Our German policy will, there- 
fore, have to be reviewed and re- 
vised. There are indications in Mr. 
Bevin's speech that in Britain, and 
in the Foreign Office, the review 
has begun. He said that “the 
British policy, which has been 
carefully considered in connection 
with Europe,” has now “discarded 
if possible. . the old-fashioned 
conception of the balance of 
power.” Nobody can discard the 
balance of power in the world; 
what Mr. Bevin must have meant 
is that the old-fashioned concep- 
tion of using Germany in the bal- 
ance of power of Europe has been 
discarded. 

If that is the British decision, 
then the unification of Europe will 
become possible. It should also be 
our decision about Germany—to 
discard completely and forever the 
idea that Germany should be re- 
vived as a great power in order to 
be a bulwark against Russia, For 
the formation of a European union 
is impossible unless the German 
states are integrated with it. A 
strong and centralized Germany 
will either dominate the European 
union or destroy it. 


The Cardinal Mistake. 


The Department of State has 
just published the Nazi documents 
which tell in some detail the story 
of how Hitler, the great anti- 
Communist, and Stalin, the great 
anti-Fascist, came together in 1939 
and partitioned Poland and East- 
ern Europe. Besides publishing 
and broadcasting this significant 
story, we should study it—all of 
us including Secretary Marshall 
and Gen. Clay, and Mr. Hoover, 
and the Senators. For that story 
is a warning of what can happen 
again, will almost inevitably hap- 
pen again, if our German policy 
is not based upon a knowledge of 
the historic realities of Europe. 

From now on we shall be guilty 
of willful blindness if we permit 
and encourage the western Ger- 


mans to create a central govern- 


ment with a national Parliament 
based upon national elections. For 
such a German national state 


must be obsessed with one su- 


preme purpose — to unite with 
itself what remains of eastern 
Germany and to recover the lost 
provinces. It is as certain as 
anything can be certain in human 
affairs that such a Germany, once 
it is strong again, will once again 
do what Hitler and Stalin, Ribben- 
trop and Molotov, did in 1939, 
what Germany and Russia did re- 
peatedly in the many partitions of 
Poland. 

So if we make the cardinal mis- 
take of reconstructing a united 
German national state, we shall be 
ruining the chance of a true Euro- 
pean union, and we shall have laid 
the foundation of a German-Soviet

The St. Louis String Quartet 
and associated artists went to the 
virtually unplayed literature for 
the greater part of the program 
whieh they presented last night in 
the Wednesday Club Auditorium. 
Mozart’s Duo for Bassoon and 
Cello and Beethoven's Serenade 
for Flute, Violin and Viola were 
both ideal chamber works in that 
they invoked so easily a sense of 


intimate communication. 

The Mozart Duo was the sort 
of thing he might have whipped 
up for a couple of talented 
zriends. But though it was unpre- 
tentious it had the easy grace 
that no one achieves except a 
master, and especially so when the 
instruments involved can produce

Causes the Trouble An intensive co-operative study 


of the Grand river watershed in 
northern Missouri, similar to the 
one recently completed for the 


Osage river watershed in south- 
western Missouri and eastern Kan- 
sas, will be made by federal and 
state agencies, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The arrangement was discussed 
by Maj. Gen. Lewis A, Pick, Army 
division engineer for the Missouri 
basin, and Gov, Phil M. Donnelly 
at the Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee meeting last week at 
Lincoln, Nebr. They agreed that 
the same treatment should be 
given the Grand as the Osage, with 
the intention of obtaining compre- 
hensive control of water and land 
resources, 

Gen. Pick, chairman of Inter- 
agency, will call a conference to 
start the movement. 

The object is to undertake thor- 
ough activity for soil conservation 
and retardation of water runoff 
at the source, in order to accom- 
plish a change in plans for flood- 
control projects in the Grand wa- 
tershed. This would be intended 
to overcome the official objections 
and widespread public complaints 
against the old projects for the 
Grand under the Pick-Sloan plan. 
The situation closely parallels that 
of the Osage. 

Donnelly Objected to Plans,

An examination of the stomachs 
of 100 inhabitants of Chicago's 


“skid row” along Clark street gave 
little support for a commonly-held 
belief that drinking of excessive 
amounts of alcohol induces chron- 
ic gastritis, Dr. Joseph B. Kirsner, 
associate professor of internal 
medicine at the University of Chi- 
cago, said in a speech here last 
night. Dr. Kirsner spoke at a 
meeting of the American Acad- 
emy of General Practice of Great- 
er St. Louis, at the St. Louis Med- 
ical Society. 


“The subjects in the study were 
males, and all were chronic alco- 
holics,” Dr. Kirsner said. “They 
varied in age, but averaged a con- 
sumption of about three pints of 
alcoholic beverages a day for up 
to 20 years. Our method of se- 
lecting them was simple. We just 
walked along the street and asked, 
at random, how much the men 
drank, To the ones that replied 
‘All I can get’ we said ‘You're in.’ 


“Oanned Heat to Polish.” 

“They drank everything from 
wine to whisky and from canned 
heat to shoe polish, by their own 
statements. All had bad dental 
conditions. Yet, when we gave 
them gastroscopic examinations, 
55 had stomachs that appeared 
normal and 22 others showed only 
Superficial gastritis. None had 
what appeared to be advanced 
chronic gastritis.” 

One of the difficulties in deter- 
mining whether a patient with 
digestive distress has chronic gas- 
tritis, Dr. Kirsner said, is that 
the ailment has no definite group 
of symptoms. Further, he said, 
the condition is not viewed as a 
significant organic disease, and 
he knows of no specific treatment 
for it. 

“There are four main types of 
chronic gastritis,” he said. Es- 
sentially, the best thing that can 
be suggested is to treat each ac- 
cording to the symptoms. If a 
patient presents a case that 
causes symptoms similar to that 
of an ulcer, use a modified ulcer 
treatment; if he has a different 
type of symptoms, adjust the 
treatment accordingly. 

Suggested Treatment. 

“In many cases, a thorough ex- 
amination followed by the pesitive 
assurance that the patient does 
mot have the gastric cancer he 
suspected, will be followed by im- 
provement. A bland diet, seda- 
tives, liver extract, iron, vitamins 
or similar measures may prove 
helpful.” 

In cases of atrophic chronic gas- 
tritis it is advisable to keep the 
patient under observation, Dr. 
Kirsner added. It has not been 
shown that it is a preliminary to 
cancer of the stomach, but the 
condition is similar to that in 
which gastric carcinoma fre- 
quently develops, he said, and for 
this reason it is advisable to 
operate when in doubt. In most 
other types, surgery is not indi- 
cated. 

While chronic gastritis is rather 
common, Dr. Kirsner said, it is 
sometimes over-emphasized. The 
incidence of the condition is not 
accurately known, he continued, 
and the significance of dietary 
habits is yet to be proved.

would not consent to its plans for 
two big dams and reservoirs in 
the watershed of the Grand, sec- 
ond largest tributary of the Mis- 
souri in this state. The Osage is 
the largest. The Governor’s ac- 
tion was based on state findings 
that the old plan did not deal 
with soil conservation and did not 
protect the agricultural economy 
of the area. 

If the outcome of the proposed 
study follows that of the Osage 
study, which took a year to make, 
the two big dams would be aban- 
doned and probably a series of 
smaller ones proposed. 

Present congressional authority 
is for a dam in the Grand below 
Chillicothe, seat of Livingston 
county. There was considerable 
complaint about this, particularly 
on the ground that it would have 


territory. Then the Army proposed 
to substitute two dams farther up- 
stream—Hickory, in the Thompson 
river, a short distance above Chil- 
licothe, and Pattonsburg, in the 
Grand, near Gallatin, seat of Da- 
viess county. 

Trenton, seat of Grundy county, 
would be seriously cut off by 
Hickory dam and the small city of 
Pattonsburg would be submerged 
by the project named for it. 

The Grand river, flowing out of 
Iowa, has a watershed covering 
parts or all of 13 northern Mis- 
souri counties. The Grand and its 
branches, such as the Thompson, 
usually are small, placid, muddy 
streams, but frequently flood, caus- 
ing héavy destruction of land and 
other property. 

The Army report on the substi- 
tution of Pattonsburg and Hickory 
dams for Chillicothe has been re- 
turned from the Board of Rivers 
and Harbors at Washington to the 
district engineer at Kansas City 
as a result of the state’s rejection 
of the plan. The matter has been 
pending at Kansas City since then. 

Plan for Starting Survey. 
Time of starting the new study 
for the Grand watershed depends 
„ partly on availability of person- 
ne] from the Department of Agri- 
culture and other federal and state 
departments. The desire is to have 
substantially the same staff that 
did the work on the Osage handle 
this investigation. As Donnelly 
and Pick put it in their discussion, 
they wish to “keep the same team 
together.” 

No consideration has been given 

yet to extending the same sort of 
study tor intensive control work to 
the watersheds of the other tribu- 
taries of the Missouri river in this 
state. The Osage and the Grand 
have been considered the out- 
standing instances of need. The 
new plan for the Osage is part of 
a new pattern of dealing with the 
whole Missouri basin, in which the 
Pick-Sloan plan has evolved into 
the Interagency plan, with general 
co-ordination of the activities of 
the various states. 
Other principal features of the 
general scheme for Missouri in- 
clude: Two dams on the Gasconade 
river, flood contro} on the Chari- 
ton river, elaborate system of flood 
levees along the Missouri river, 
and heavy flood control work, 
much of which has been done, at 
Kansas City. There have been 
few, if any, complaints about the 
Gasconade dams, as there has been 
no showing that they would affect 
any large town.

Oil Finish for Floors. 

F someone should ever tell you 
12 oll makes a good finish for 

softwood floors, do not make 
the mistake of pouring a few gal- 
lons of old crankcase oil around 
and then wonder why things 
didn’t turn out quite as expected. 
On does make a good finish, but 
it’s got to be the right sort of oil 
and it has to go on just so. 

Naturally, the floor must be 
smooth and clean before the oil 
is applied. An electric sander is 
about the best way to achieve this 
happy condition, There are sev- 
eral brands of excellent floor oil 
or you can make your own out 
of boiled linseed oil and a little 
turpentine. A small amount of 
hot paraffin added to this mix- 
ture will help. Needless to say, 

ou want the best grade of boiled 
inseed oil and turpentine. Use 
about three parts linseed oil to 
one part turp. 

So you mix these together and 
then brush or wipe them gener- 
ously onto the floor and then sit 
back for about a half hour while 
the oil soaks in. Now wipe the 
excess oil off and let the floor 
dry. Comes the next day you can 
apply a second coat in the same 
manner. Two or three coats of 
oil will give a good finish that 
can be waxed when dry.

was scared to death. The ideal 
discard at gin rummy is a high 
card which is of no possible use 
to either you or your opponent. 
Unfortunately for lawyers such 
clientse do not appear daily, and 
unfortunately for gin players 
such discards aren't always avail- 
able. 


Instead gin players are faced 
with very diversified problems. 
Sometimes all discards may be 
fraught with danger, Other times, 
those discards that you want to 
make will be dangerous, while the 
safe cards will all be cards that 
you want to hold in order to give 
yourself a chance to win. 


In many cases you should be 
able to make inferences about 
your opponent’s hand that will 
help you in your decision, When 
no such inferences are possible the 
test of danger is the number of 
combinations of two cards that 
your discard may be added to, to 


the loss in offensive power of . 
your hand is represented by the 
number of cards that would have 
been useful to you before the split 
but became useless to you as @ 
result of the split. 

Weighing these factors together, 
adding a few more to allow for 
such matters as the score of the 
game, the expression on our 
opponent’s face, if any, the situa- 
tion in Europe, the high cost of 
living etc, you have the whole 
matter of correct play at gin 
rummy under complete control. 

But there is one great com- 
pensation. When you do the 
wrong thing there is no one to 
criticize you. The game is not 
an exact science.

When they are all in the house 
together, they often become cross and irritable, “Then they’ll 
come and ask me what they can 
do, or what they can play. 
Swamped with my housework, 
about all I can say is for them to 
go out doors and do something. I 
know this is too vague a suggestion 
to be of much help to them. 


“But what can I do? They are 
bored with the sameness of their 
environment, and I am so busy 
I can’t think of anything novel or 
interesting. So we get on each 
other’s nerves.” 


‘DELLA’S DIFFICULTY is common, and Illustrates the fact 
that we cannot rely on inspiration of the moment to solve our 
problems. The people who are most successful in life are those 
who plan ahead. They anticipate their dilemmas and figure out 
a solution long before they actually encounter those same prob- 
lems in reality. 

Many a time Mrs. Crane and I have felt like Della for our 
five children also have become bored by the sameness of their 
play and have asked us for new ideas. And maybe we could 
think of scarcely one new game on the spur of the moment. So 
we began to keep a game “bank” in which we deposited ideas 
for entertainment. We typed a list of common games which we 
could consult when the children grew irritable. Then, instead 
of having nothing constructive to suggest, we could calmly 
thumb the pages till we found something to which they would 
react favorably.

Friday, Began Study on Instrument 
Tossed In With Some Music Lessons

NEW YORK, Jan. 28. 
20-YEAR-OLD Canadian girl who may become one of 
the world’s great violinists acknowledges that the im- 
petus for her career came from an itinerant salesman who 


sold her mother some violin lessons and tossed in a $5 instru- 
ment. It was the free violin that cinched it (the teacher van- 
ished after a few lessons). But four years later, when she was 
9, Donna Grescoe won a $5000 scholarship on the $5 fiddle. 


Friday night, Donna, the daugh- 
ter of Canadian parents of Ukrain- 
lan extraction who settled in 


~ Winnipeg, will make her debut in 


New York’s Carnegie Hall. 

Many citizens of Winnipeg — 
civic officials, a couple of mem- 
bers of the Canadian Parliament, 
and music lovers who have fi- 
nanced her career — will be on 
hand to hear the almond-eyed, 
curly-haired youngster make her 
bid for fame. 

No woman violinist ever has at- 
tained the stature of a Heifetz or 
Kreisler. The reason, so concert 
masters say, is that they play like 
women. They don’t have the tonal 
strength of men. 

Donna, they think, may have. 
Her strong hands also have the 
sensitivity required of a virtuoso. 
And her tones are sure, 

Michel Plastro, former concert 
master for Toscanini with the New 
York Philharmonic and now Don- 
na's teacher, says her music wells 
up from the earth like the voices 
of Ukrainian choristers. 

“She was born to play the vio- 
lin,” he adds. “Her life had to be 
expressed that way, and that is 
very rare.” 


Dofina’s father, a deeply rell- 
gious man, didn't want his daugh- 
ter to dance—which she did. He 
and her mother decided that 13 
or 14 was time enough for Donna 
to give vent to the song in her 
heart and at that time she should 
have piano lessons, 


But the salesman who knocked 
on their door and promised the 
free violin weakened their resist- 
ance. 

When the teacher skipped, Don- 
na took lessons—50 cents each— 
from a Winnipeg chemist and a 
radio engineer. 

George Bornoff, now head of 
the violin department at Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University, dis- 
covered Donna while he was living 
in Winnipeg. She was 9. The 
chemist and the radio engineer 
had not been able to give her 
even the rudiments of technique, 
so Donna was playing from her 
heart. 

After a few months with Born- 
off, Donna passed London’s Royal 
College of Music examination al- 
most with one sweep of her bow. 

She won a scholarship to the 
American Conservatory of Music 
in Chicago when she was 10,

HEN she arrived she was 
W sent to a little room to prac- 
tice (on the $5 violin). Teach- 
students, visitors crowded 
into the room and Donna played 
three hours without stopping. 
But Donna, 10 and homesick, 
wanted her old teacher back, so 
the conservatory put her on the 
train for Winnipeg. 
Irving Keith, circulation man- 


ager then for the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune, heard Donna when she won 
the annual Music Festival. He 
learned she was still playing the 
violin the salesman had left and 
he got the paper to sponsor a 
concert so she could have an 
instrument that matched the fire 
in her heart and fingers. 

A Michele DeConnet, made in 
Venice in 1754, was sent from 
London and Donna for the first 
time had something fine to play 
on. (Winnipeg is trying to raise

Winnipeg has footed the bill of 
five winters’ study in New York 
under Piastro and Mischa Mischa- 
koff, another of Toscanini's con- 
cert masters, now with the N. B. C. 
Symphony. 

Just before her Canadian tour, 
Lady Eaton and Angele De- 
Langhe, outfitter of Britain's 
royal family, whipped up an $800 
formal for Donna. She wore it on 
the Canadian tour, at Town Hall 
in New York (with the hip pads 
in), and will wear it at Carnegie 
Hall (with the hip pads out, circa, 
1948). 

Donna’s concert last year for 
the homefolks was not put on 
without difficulties. She was so 
excited about her dress she went 
to the theater without her violin. 
(Retrieved.) 

A cab carried her music off on 
the running board. (Also re- 
trieved.) Her accompanist couldn't 
get his collar on and had to bor- 
row one from the local paper's 
managing editor. The M.E. was 
pinched for speeding to get an- 
other collar. 

Donna dropped her bow on the 
stage just as she was poised for 
her opening note. But the concert 
itself was a great success, 

There have been no strings 
attached to anything but the vi- 
olin Winnipeg gave Donna, 


When she “exposes” herself at 
Carnegie Friday night, she will 
have to stand, as far as the critics 
go, on musical merit alone. But 
her career has been a labor of 
love all 'round, which the critics 
probably don’t know and wouldn’t 
be influenced by if they did.

HEN I went to school we 

used to have a teacher who 

was particular about how we 
sat and stood. She would say, 
“Straight back, feet firm.” When 
we were seated at a task she 
would repeat, “Feet firm,” and we 
would uncurl them and set them 
flat on the floor, 

Flat on the floor is where one’s 
feet should be. I remembered 
this careful training when a 
young man of 17 called on me 
lately. He was a very handsome 
young man, bright-faced and with 
a keen mind but he did not know 
how to sit on a chair. 

The chair he selected was one 
with a deep seat and long arms, 
well padded with upholstery. He 
swung his legs over the arms of 
the chair and sat in a queer 
doubled-up fashion, Now you can’t 
sit that way very long and talk 
about something that interests you 
deeply.

HE COULDN'T either. He swung 
his legs about and hung them 
over the little table near him. 
Then he lifted one leg, planted his 
foot on the edge of the chair, and

I felt sorry for him. He wasn't 
shy or embarrassed but just a 
restless, growing lad whose legs 
and arms were in his way. But 
why hadn't some teacher, or his 
family, told him to keep his feet 
on the floor? Why hadn’t that 
old slogan, “Feet firm,” been 
grounded “ty * 2 his comfort. 


YOU KNOW, those old remind 
ers that our teachers used to keep 
repeating time in and time out 
were of great value. We used to 
make fun of them then but 
they stuck. “Heads up.” “Backs 
straight.” “Feet firm,” What a 
lot of meaning they had that 
escaped us then, but which in the 
years that followed came out 
clearly to help us on our way. 

Adolescent boys and girls need 
many such reminders. They often 
are at a loss to know what to 
do with their arms and legs, how 
to sit or stand in comfort, Their 
growth makes them unsteady, un- 
comfortable, unsure, and they need 
a positive, sharp command to sus- 
tain them. They need it, and 
they want it. 

Because a boy or girl smiles 
superciliously at the teacher, that 
does not mean that he does not 
want and need that help, He 
needs it, he wants it, he likes it. 
Do see that he gets it. The re- 
minder, “Feet firm” has much 
strength hidden in it.

O place to store your pot cow 
ers? Cheer up—there are sev- 
stores soon. 

If you like peace and quiet, then 
the bin-like, rubber-coated wire 
rack will appeal to you. It will 
show up in the same colors—red, 
blue, green, and white—that the 
other rubber-coated kitchen con- 
veniences wear. This can be 
screwed onto the inner side of 
your cupboard door or the wall— 
wherever and whatever is most 
convenient. 

Another type of lid rack that is 
appearing is a triangular frame 
with notches at intervals. The 
triangular shape takes care of the 
small covers at the top... the 
larger ones, fit in nicely at the 
bottom. Of lightweight aluminum 
construction, this rack, too, can 
be screwed wherever it will serve 
you best. 

Still another convenience that 
has a double duty feature is a 
sort of file, designed not only to 
hold saucepan covers but ever 30 
many bake sheets, pie pans, and 
other shallow utensils within the 
cupboard. Grooved strips are 
screwed in place on the cupboard 
shelf and on the cabinet back 
above it. Separator strips are then 
inserted as desired to give you 
filing space.
